102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claim 1 , for example which include the 
electrophoretic display device having particles having a resin and pigment granules 
enclosed therein and average particles size .1|im to 20^im and the pigment granules 
has two or more frequency maximums in granule diameter distribution.

Muller et al (4,298,448) discloses an electrophoretic display including a cell 
having two plates spaced apart and provided at least regionally with electrodes, where 
at least one plate and an associated electrode facing the observer are transparent.
